SPARKS FROM MARK: 

This week "Sparks" will focus on the 
Eucharist and in particular the sanctuary area 
and the altar itself. Again, the celebration of the 
Eucharist is the center of the entire life of the 
Christian community. The document. 
Constitution on the Scared Liturgy says, "The 
liturgy is the summit toward which the activity 
of the Church is directed; at the same time it is 
the foundation from which all her power flows". 
The celebration of the Eucharist is truly the 
source and summit for us as Christians and 
because of that fact the sanctuary and more, 
importantly the altar is vital in our worship of 
our God. 


The sanctuary is the space where the altar and 
the ambo stand, and where the priest, deacon, 
and other ministers exercise their offices. The 
principal ritual furnishings within the sanctuary 
are the altar on which the Eucharistic sacrifice is 
offered, the ambo from which God's Word is 
proclaimed, and the chair of the priest celebrant. 
Their placement and their design again make it 
clear that although they are distinct entities, they 
are related in the one Eucharistic celebration. 
(Build of Living Stones # 54-56). 

The Church teaches that the "altar is Christ" 
and therefore the altar is to be placed in the 
center of the sanctuary. We hear in the General 
Instructions of the Roman Missal, that the altar 
is one of table as well as one of sacrifice. In The 
New Dictionary of Sacramental Worship, it 
states that the altar has two seemingly contrary 
concepts. "On one hand, it is a table for the 
ritual meal - a re-enactment of the paschal meal 
shared by Jesus and his disciples in the upper 
room of Holy Thursday. On the other hand, it is 
a stone of sacrifice whereon the "unbloody 
sacrifice" of the Eucharist enact the "bloody 
sacrifice of Calvary". 

Gerardus van der Leeuw, "Sacred and Profane 
Beauty: the Holy in Art" compares the altar to 
that of a church building: "like the church 
building itself as its wide backdrop, represents 
for us the Christ representing himself, making 
himself present among us, for us, with us, over 
and over again, whenever we are gathered in his 
name in this way. 

It is amazing to think of all the things that are 
going on at this altar of meal and sacrifice, the 
many faces of Christ that we encounter in the 
liturgy; Christ eternal, Christ born and needy, 
Christ dead, buried, Christ suffering and Christ 
resurrected become present for us. 

In "Sparks" next week, I will continue the 
reflection on altar that is Christ for us.
